He who writeth 
the Comentaries of Religion, and ftate of Frauuce, doth 
fhew, that when there had been of late in France in the 
dayes of Francis the fecond,and Charles the fift, three ci- 
uill warres, which had much ruinated the glory and beauty 
of that Kingdomeswhen a lictle before the preat maffacre 
in the yeare 1572.there had bin peace in that countryfeant 
fill two yeares,yet fo greatis the riches and happinefle of 
that Kingdome,that in that fhort time, all things were re= 
newed, and repayred againe,as if there had neuer binany 
fuch defolation. 

The Reuenue of the Crowne of France is exceeding 
greate , by reafon of the Taxes and Jmpofitions which 
through the whole Kingdomie are layd vpon the fubiects ¢ 
for their Sizes and Toules doe exceede all Jmpoftes and 
tributes ofall the Princes of Chriftendome; inasmuch as 
there are few things there vfed,but the King hatha coms 
modity iffuing out of them;and not onely from matters of 
Luxury, asinotherf{tares, but ftom fuch things as be of 
neceflity,asFlefh, Wood, Salt,8c. Itis fuppofed ar this 
day thatthere be in the Kingdome 3coo0.men, who are 
Vnder-ofhicers,and make a good part of theirliuing by ga 
thering of the Kings tribute - This is much ns no 
doubt in thefe latter times;but yet of old it was fo in great 
meafure , which caufed that {peech of AZaximilianthe 
Emperor,as /ohannes Anentinus witnefleth de bells Tura 
cico,who fayd, that the Emperour of Germanie was Rex 
vegum , meaning that his Princes were fuch ereate men. 
The King of Spaine was Rex hominum , becaule his peo- 
ple would obey their Prince in any reafonable saeeeeniee 
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The King of Exgland was Rex Diabolorum, becaufe the . 


 fubiedtshad there diuerstimes, depriued their kings of 
their Crownes and dignity:Butthe king of Frazce was

ypon the death ,tefignation,or depofition of the then be 
ing Emperout,he is immediatly then to fucceed. 

Hee whois now Emperour of Germante, is called 


Cafarcor Romani impery Imperator, but very improperlies — 


in afmuch asthe cafe,is farre different from that ,which 
was when the Remaine Empire did flourifh,for then the 
territories thereof were very greats allvnder the reoi- 
ment of one man, vnleffe it pleafedhim to aflociatto 
himfelfe (omeother . But Theedorins did diuide the Em- 
pire into two Soucraigntics, which were called the Eaft 
and VVett Empires,and made Conffantineple to bee the 
chicfe Seace of Arcadias, one of his Sonnes: and Roemes 
to be the principall Cittieof Hevorins the others which 
Wefterne Empire continued in his glory buta while:. for 
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- Of Germany, 
the Gorhes and Lombards,and other barbarous people,did 
both ouerrua it,and as eood as, extinouifh itsin the which 
cafe it continued to the dayes of Charles the great,whore- 
uiued it againesbut although there was fome fhew of Do- 
minion belonging ynto him in Ttale,yet his principall’re- 
fidence was in France,and his fucceflours after him, remo- 
ued itinto Germanies{o that propecly he isnow tobe cal. 
led Jueperator Germanorit.It was a great policy of the Bifh- 
ops of Xome,that the Emperour was wrought to leaue Jtae 
fy,and keep himfelfe in Germany:for the Popes did not like 
tohaue a ftrong neighbour fo neare,who tmightathisplea 
fure chalice or depofe them,1fhe faw good: And the eun- 
ning of thofe Popes was fuch alfo, that they weakntd the 
ftate of the Evsperosr exceeding much in Germany, by gi- 
uing great exemptions to the Princes therof sin fo much 
that A4un/ffer rightly complaineth, : 
The Evsperour beareth the Spred- Eagle with two heads, 
noting the Eaft and Weft Empires but(faith he)one ofthe 
Heads is quite pulled oft,and fo be almoftall the Feathers: 
and inthe other H¢ad,although life remaineth yet there 
is little {pirit or vigour. | ° | | 
Suriusin his Cométaries of the yeare + § 30,t¢ porteth, 
that to the Emperor ofGermamne belégeth three Crownes 
the one of Siluer,which intendeth the kingdome of Ger- 
manie the fecondof Iron,which is for the Kingdome of 
Lumbardie:and the third of Gold »which is forthe facred

In Germanie allave ava kind of commandementof the 
Emperor:but moft of the Princes otherwife take on the; 
as abfolute couernours intheir dominions; fothat they 
haue libefty of Religion itheydo make Lawes,they doe 
taife Souldiers,chey do ftamp money with their owne 
Picture as ablolute Princes:fo doth the Duke of Saxony, 
the Arch-bifhop of Colex,andthe relt, 
The Princes of Germany did come oe. 
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| Of Germaniey 
of the irs,by meanes ofa bafe and inferiour man, who af- 
- pyting tothe Empire (whereof he was vnworthy) was 
content toreleafe ynto the Princes almoft all kind of their 
feruice and duety;fothat their fubieétion fince that time, 
is little more then titulary; yeelding only very {mall main- 
tenance to the Empire, either in tribute, fouldiers,or other- 
wife : and albeit fometimes they refufe not to come by 
themfelues,or their agents, tothe Dyets and Parliaments 
holden by the Emperour, yet that isas much forthe fafe~ 
guard of themfelues from the inuafion of the Turke, who 
is not fatre from them, as for any other refpe&; andthe 
pay which they allow in fuch cafes,is rather held by them 
to be acontribution, then any impofition to be admitted 
by duety:and yet thereis extanta booke where the par- 
ticulars arementioned, howthe Princes and free Citties 
are boundto maintaine vpon their owne charge 2842, 
Horfe,and 16200,Foote, for the feruice of the Emperour, 
when he fhall ice caufesbut haw fmall a trifle is thar,in re~ 
{pect of the {trength of fo huge a Country? 

The Princes thenefelues are fo ftrong many of them, 
that they dare encounter with any who wil oppugne them 
infomuch that whereas Charlesthe 5. was doubtleffe the 
greateft Emperour chat had bin from the dayes of Charles 
the ereatsyerthe Duke of Saxome, andthe Lawtgraue of 
Haffia, with fome few Citties which were confederate 
with them,did dare to oppofe themfelues againit the fayd 
Charles:andentering the fieldwithhim, did oftentimes 
puthim to great inconueniences : yea, iris fuppofed by 
fome,that howfocuerhe had ahand vpon thefe two, yet 
his inability to matche the ruffling of fome of thofe Prin- 
ces,was not the leaftcaufe,why he refignedthe Empire to 
his brother Ferdinando, ;

led Romania.The fourth is Naples, 8 inthis diuifion now 
is all Ztalée comprehended. 

The North part of this /radse is that, which in auncient 
time was called Gallia T ogata,or Gallia Cifalpina,inhabi- 
tedthen by the Freachmen.Jeis now called Longobardia, 
ot Lombardie : wherein (tand many riche Gouernments, 
as the Dukedome of Ad:llaine,of Mantua,of Florence,and 
others,Itis for the pleafantneffe thereof, in refpeétof the 
foyle,ayre, waters,and great variety of wines, and fruits, 
likened now by fome,to Paradice or the garden of God. 

Jnthis lease which was heretofore one intire gouern- 
ment, inthe flourifhing eftate of the Romanes, arcnow 
many abfolute States & Princedomes, by the great policy 
ofthe Bithop of Rowe , whothoughtit the beltway to 
make himfelfe great,to weaken the Empire. So he hath 
not only driuenche Emperour out of all stale into Ger- 
manie but hath diminifhed his Maiefty in both, by making 
fo many pety gouernments,which hold themfelues fouc- 
raione rulers,without relation to any other. / 

Asthere are many States in Ztalse,fo one of the chiefeft 
are the Venetians, called Re/p.Venetoram, orthe State of 
Vemece:becaufe they are not goucrned by any one, but by 
their Senate,& Gentlemen; although they hauea Duke, 
with whofe ftampe their Money is coyned, and 1n whofe 
name all their executions of Iufticearedone . Butthis 
Duke, iseuery way limited by the State. : 

This City of Venice which ioyneth toa corner of Lom- 
‘bardyftandeth inaneA(faarinvm,or hallow of carthin the 
North part of the Adriatike Sea,folafely, that iris helde 
inuincible, There is in it but one Streete of firme Land; in- 
to the other the Sea doth flow at every tide. They haue bin 
a great andrich ftace, notonely pofleiling much in Stake, 
as Padua their Vniuerfity , and other things which now 
they doe; buta great part of Jlericum, and many riche J- 
lands inthe AZediterranenm,as Candre, called commonly

But Ciprws was taken fem them alitle before that 
fight at Sea,wherein Don lohu of Anfirsa, together with 
the Venetiaws had fo renowned a victory again ft the Turk.

The impouerifhing of their fate,hath partly bin by the 
incroching of the Twrke,but e{pecially hy the decaying of 
that eraflique which they had to Alexandria in eLgipt for 
their Spices,and other riches of Perfia, Arabia,& the Eaft 
Indes Since the courfe of the Portagals to thofe Hafterne 
Countries hach bin by Sea,by the baclcfide of Africa, 

Thefe Venetians,which in times paft were oveat warri- 
ors,do now altogether decline enmity,or hoftility,with all 
other Princes adioyning,and therefore by all meanes doe 


take vp quarrels,and ceafe controuerfies by wifedomeand | 


patience temporizing with the Turke,the K.of Spaine,and 
the Emperour,who are moftlike ta offend them, 

The manner of their gouernment;. and the excellent 
courfe which they haue,in choofing their Duke,is writen 
by Cortarenus,and fome other of their Cuntrymen. When 
they.doe make any wars,they feldome fend forth any Gea 
nerall of their owne,but entertaine fome Prince of ltales 
who is renowned for the wars. 

In Lumbardy ftandeth alfo the Dukedome of A¢illaine 
amnoft rich and pleafant thing,which fometime had beene 
gouetned by a Duke of theirowne;but of late hath beene 
pofleffed by the Spanyard, and fometime by the Frenche, 
and is now in the gouernment and poflettion of the King:

In Tusfcainethe chiefe Citty and commaunder ofall the

was in times paft a Free Citty;but of late by the pollicie of 
the family ofthe Adedices,it is brought ynder the fubiedti- 
onofa Duke,which raigneth as anabfolute Prince; and 
by little and little hath fo encroached on his owne Citti- 
zens and Neighbors round about him, thathe hath gotten 
to becalled(and that not vnworthily ) A¢agnus Dux He- 
truvit,or,The great Duke of Tufcaine. A great partof the 
ryfing of the Family of the Afedices, which are now Dukes 
of Florence , maybe afcribedto the cunning carriage of 
themfelues:butithath beene much aduanced torward by 
their felicity, in hauing two Popes together of that houfe; 
which were Leothe tenth,and Clement the feuenth, who 
by all meaneslaboredto ftablifh the eouernment of their 
Country vpontheir kindred;and ic made not the leaft ac- 
cefle thereunto,that affinitie was contracted by them with 
the Kings of Frazce,when Katherine de Aedices,Necce to 
Pope Clement the 7. was martied tothe yonger Sonne of 
Frances the firtt,;whofe elder brother dying, that ycunger 
came tobe King of France, by the name of Henrie the {e+ 
cond:For as in the rime of her hufband fhe layde the foun- 
dationof her afpiring,fo after the death of the fayde huf. 
band,when fhe bare the name ofthe Ozeene Mocher.This. 
— Queene Mother {waiedallat her pleafure in France,during | 
_ the fucceffiue raigne of her three Sons, Francis the fecond,. 
Charles the ninth,and Hearie the third ¢ in all which time, 
no doubt,fhe promoted Florence, and the Florestines, to 
her yttermoft. | 
A good part of /talie isvnder the: Bifhoppe of Rome; . 
which is commonly called The Land of the Charch; where 
— the Popeisa Prince abfolute, notonely {pirituall as cifee 
where he claymeth, but alfo temporallimaking Lawes, re-. 
quiring Tribure,rayfing Souldiers, and executing Jultice 
as 2: Monarche.. ; & 
The Bifhoppesof Rome doe pretend that Conflastize: 
the great,did be{tow vpon them the Cittic of Rome, toge-- 
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ther with divers other Citties and Townes neare adioy- 
ning,and the Demeanes of them all,to be as the P atrimo- 
ny of S,Peter,as many times they doe tearme it.But Lane 
yentius Vahlain bis fet Treatife of this argument,hath dif- 
played the falfehood of that pretence: andintrueth,the 
greatnes of the Popes hath rifen fir by Phocas, whokil. 
ling his Mafterthe Emperor of Rome, and being fauoured 
by the Bifhop of that Sea, andfoafpyring him(elfe tothe 
Empire,did in recompence thereof, (uffer the Bifhoppe of 
Rome tobe proclaymed Vniner{all Bifboppe; and of like- 
lyhood gaue ynto him fomewhat to maintaine his eftate: 
And afterward King Pipiz of France and Charles the great 
his Sonne, getting (by meanes of the faid Bifhoppe )the 
Kinedome of France,and the one ofthem to the Empire, 
did beftow good poffeffions vpon the Papacy; and fince 
that time the Popes haue had fo much wit,asby deftructi« 
on of the Princes of [talte,by encroching on the fauour of 
others,the great Monarches of Europe, andby their wars, 
and other deuifes, to keepe and increafe that land of the 
Church, which in our time is well inlarged,by the pollicy 
of Clement the 8.late Pope:who hath procured, that the 
Dukedome of Ferrara is, or fhali be fhortly added ynto 
his Dominion, | 

The chiefe refidence of the Bifhop of Rome, is Rome it 
felfe,which was firft founded by Romulus, and afterwards 


fo increafed by others who fucceeded him, that it.was buile — 


vpon 7.Hills, and had onely raigning in it 7,Kings; and 
hath bin ruled by 7.feuerall fortes of chiefe Goucrnment: 
thatis, Kizgs,Confuls, Decemuiri, Tribsnes of the people, 
Diktators,Emperors,and Popes. 

This firft encroched on theneighbours abourthemin 
Iraly;afterwards on all [talie,Sicilie,8¢ fome of the lands, 
till at length it proued to bethe Lady and chiefe Miftrifle 
of the World: whofe incredible wealth and greatneffe, in 
men,treafure,thipping,& armour,was fo huge, that it did 

euen

euen finke ynder the wealth of itfelfe. Whereupon after 
divers Ciuill wars ,as betweene AZarius and Splla Pompey 
and Czfar,with others, it was at length reuoked ynto.one 
abfolue and impeiiall gouernment.The Maic{ty whereof 
notwithftanding was afterward fomwhat impayred by the 

building of Con/fantinople which was erected, or rather ins 
larged by Conftantine the great,andcalled Nova Roma.But 

_ when the-diuifion was made of the Eaftand Weft Empire 

it receiued a greater blow:yet the maine ouerthrow of it, 

was,whenthe Gothesand Vandalesentred Italic, facked 

itsand pofleffed it at their owne pleafure;fo that ic was (for 

atime )almoft quite forfaken,& had no inhabitants, till the 

Bifhops of Rome did make means to gather together fome 

to people itagaine: and fince thofe times, a good part of 
the olde Building vpon the Hilles,hath bin quite decayed 

and ruinated;and that R owe which now may be called (in 

comparifon of the old) ew Rome , is builton a lower 

ground;where the place was,which in times paft was tere 

med Campus Martins, very necre vnto Tyber the Riuer, 

which too well appeareth by the {uddaine inundations of 
that 7yer,deftroying and spoiling men, catell,& houles,as 

very lately to their great lofle was experimented. 

The Bifhops of Rome,as fomtimes for their pleafure or 
profice,they do withdraw themfelues vnto Bologna, or 
fome other Townes of /taly : So the time was when they 
remoued their Court vnto Axignona City in France,flan- 
ding nearethe A¢ediserranean{ea,and not far from ALar- 
filesin Prouince + where continuing for the {pace of 70, 
yeares,they foafflited the Citty of Rome, for lacke of re- 
fort(which is very ereat whenithe Popes be there) that the 
Italians to this day doe remember that time, by the name 
of the Captimity of Babsloa,which continued (as appeareth 
by the Scripture )for 7o,yeares.. Whofolooketh on the 
defcription layd down by the Holy gbott in theReselation 


fhall fee,thatthe Whore of Babilon there mentioned, oe 
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be vnderftood of no place,but the Csttie of Rome. 
_ Inthe South part of tale lyeth the Kinedome of Nze 
ples,which is a Country very rich , and full of all kind of 
pleafure,aboundantin Nobility;whereofcommeth tobe 
faid chat prouerbe, Naples for Nobility, Romse for Reli- 


gion, Adillaine for Beauty,Florence for Policy, and Ve= 


ase for Riches. 

This was heretofore ruled bya King of their owne, 
till the time of Joame Queene of Naples, who by deedof 
guilt, did firftgrant that Kingdome tothe Kings of Ar- 
ragonin Spaine:and afterward by will, witha reuocation 
of the former Grant,did bequeath it to the houfe of Anioy 
in France. Since which time,the Kingdome of Naples hath 
fometimes bin inthehands of the Spaniard, fometimes 
poflefied by the French, & is now vnder the King of Spaine 
ynto thisis annexed alfo the Dukedome of Calabria. 

This Kingdome of Mapes lycth foneare to fome part 
of Gracia,which is now in poffeffion of the Tarke, tharie 
“may iultly be feared, leaft at fometime or other, the fayd 


Turke fhould make Inuafion thereupon,asin deed he hath - 


offered diuers times;and fometimes hath landed men, to 
the great terrour of all /tadie:but for the preuenting ofthat 
mifchiefe,the King of Spaine is inforced to keepe a good 
fleete of Galliesicontinually at Orrante,where is the nec- 
reft paflage from /tahe into Greece.This pare of ltaly was 
it which in times palt wasnamed AdagnaGracia , butin 
Tater agesithath ynproperly bin called,one of the Sicilves, 
which wasreprouediong fince by eLveae Seluswsinhist2 
Epiftle, and yet till oflate time the Kings of 3 paine haue 
bin tearmed Kings of both the Sicslies. 

Therebe moreouer in /tatie, many other princedoms 
and States, asthe Dukedame of Ferrara, the Dukedome 
of Mantua, the Dukedoine of Vrbine,the Dukedome of 
Parmaand Placentia:The State of Luca,the State of Ge-

This mans inhis yongerdaies, he wasvery for-

ceftors, winning fomething fromthe Tartare, and fome- 
shing {rom the Chriftiansin Lisoniay Litnanéaand other 
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of Ruffia or M.xfocuiay 
confines of his countrie:fo in his latterage growitig more 
yaweldy,andlefic beloued ofhis fubieéthe proued as yn- 
fortunate, wherby it came to pafle that Stephen Bacour . Ky 
of Poloneshadavery great handof him, winning from 
him large Prouinces, which nee before had conquered, 
_ Gregerie the thirteenth, Bifhoppe of Rome, thinking by 
his intreatie for peace betweene thofe two Princess 
to hate wonnethe whole Reffiae Monarchie to the 
fabicGtion and acknowledgement of the Papacy, fent 
Robertus Poffeninusa lefuite, (but yet a great Scates- man) 


as his agent rotake vp controuerfies,betweenethe Ad#/- — 


conite andthe king of Poloxe;who preuailed fo farre, a$ 
thathedrew them to tolerable conditions for both par- 


- tiessbut when he began to exhort him to the accepting of 


the Romith Faith the Emperour being therefore enfor- 
med by the Enolifh Ambaffadors (who hee very much 


fanoured, for his Lady and Mittrefle Queen Elizaberhs 


fake )that the Bifhoppe of Rame was a proud Prelate, and 
would excercifehis pretended authoritie fofarre,as to 
makeKinges and Princes holdehisftirrop; yea to kiffe 
hisveryfeete, hevtterlyand with much feorne reiected 
all obedience tohim. Wherunto, when Pefféuinus did 
reply,that the Princes of Evropeindeed in acknowledge~ 
ment of their fubiection ynto him asthe Vicar of Cirifte,

Officers at their pleafures, to pill and ranfacke the com- 
mon fort; butto a0 other end, but that himlelfe might

Haugh Wikobie withthipping and men,who went fo farre 
toward the North, that he coafted the corner of Serscfinia, 
and Biarmia,and {o turned toward the Eaft: but the werher 
proucd fo extreame,the fnowing fo great,and the freezing 
ofthe water fovehement, that his Ship was fet: fait in the 
Ice;and-there he andhis people were frozen to death;and 
the next yeare fome other comming from Exglaud,found 
boththe Ship and their bediesin it, anda pertect remem- 
brancein writing, ofall things whichthey had done and 
difcouered;where amongitthe reft, mention was made of 
‘a Land., ,which.they had touched, . which tothis day is 
-Anowne by thenameof Sir. HughwWallebiesLand, The 
Merchants of Lezdox did not refifte to purfue this difco=

_ This Empire is at this day, one of the greateft. domini- 
ons in the world,both for compafle of ground,and for mul- 
titude of men ; fauing thatit lyech farre North, and fo 
yeeldeth not pleafure or good traftique, with nrany.other 
of the beftfruated Nations...

The King of Polonia is almoft continually in warre, 
either with the Afu/conite,who lyeth inthe Eaft & North « 
eaft of him:or with the Turke who lyeth on the South and 
Southeaftzand fometimes alfo with the Princes of Germa- 
nie; whereupon the Poles doc commonly defire to choofe 
warriors to theit King. . 
Jnthis Country are none but Chriftians:but fo, that 
liberty of all Religion is permitted, infomuch, that there 
be Papifts, Colledges of Jefuites, both of Lutherans and 
Calviniftsin opinions, Anabaptifies, Arriavs, and diucts 
others. acs ® 
But of late yeares, there hath been made earneft mo- 
tionsin their Parliaments, that their Colledges of Je/uites 
fhould be diffolued, andthey banifhed out of that King- 
dome, as of late they were from Fraxce. The reafon ofit 
is, becaufe thatvnder colour of Religion,they doe fecret! 
deale in State caufes,and many times fow feditions, and 
 fome of them haue giuen coun(ell to murther Princes: and 
~ wherefocuerthey be, they are the onely intelligencers for 
the Pope: befides that many of the Papifts( but efpecially 
all their Friars,and orders of Religion)doe hate and enuie 
themsfirft, for that they take ypon them with fuch pride 
to be called Zefuites, asifnone had to doe with /e/ms but 
they;andare more inward with Princes, then the reft ares 
Secondly, becaufe many of them are more learned then 
common Monkes and Friars. + Andthirdly, becaufe they 
profefle more frilly and feuerely, then others doe, the 
Capuchins. only excepted. | |

This kingdome hath been a great obftacle_againft the 
Turkescomming into Chriftendome: but efpecially in the 
time of Jobannes Huniades,who did mightily wichman 
great victoriesrepulfe the Tarke , Here {tandeth. Buda, 
which was heretofore a great Fortrefle of Chriftendome, 
But the glory of this kingdome is almoft vtterly decayed, 
by reafon that the Turke, who partly by policy and partly 
by force,doth now pofleffe the greateft part of it, So that 
the people are fled from thence,and the Chriftians which 
remaine there,are in miferable feruitude: Notwithftan= 
ding,fome part of Pannonia inferior, doth yerbelong to 
Chriftendome, | ye 
The Térkes for the fpace of thefe 40.0r 50. yeares laft 

paft,haue kept continual! Garrifons;and many times great 
Armies in that part of Haagarce, which yet remayneth 
Chriftned:yea and fomtimes the great Turkes themfelues 
haue come thither in perfon with huge hoafts, accounting 
ita matteroftheirReligion, not only to deftroy as many 
Chniftians.as they can, but alfo to win their Land: by the 
seuenues whereof , they may maintaine fome Religious 
houfe,whichthey-think themfelues in cultome bound to 
ercct; but fo,that the maintaining thereof is by the fword, 
to be wonne out of the hands of fome of thofe whom they 
hold enimies to them. 
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Of Hungary and Ai ustria, 


Hungarie is become the onely Cockpit of the world, 
where the Tarkes doc fttiueto gaine, and the Chriftians 
at the charge of the Emperor of Geraanie (who intituleth 
himfelfe King of Hungarie )doe labour to repulfe them:& 
few Sommers doe pafle,but that fomeihing is either won 
or loft,by either partie. 

That corner of Germanie which lieth neereft to Hungae 
vie or Pannonia inferior,iscalled Auftria or Pannonia {upe- 
yior,which is an Archdukedome.From which houfe(being 
oflate much fprong)come many of the Princes of Germa- 
sie,and of other parts. of Evrope: fotharthe Crowne im- 
periall of Germante,hath lately oft befallen to fome one of 
this houfe, © 

- Inthis Country ftandeth Viensa that noble City,which 
is now the principall, Bulwarke of all Chriftendome a- 
gainftthe Turke : from whence Soliman was repelled by 
Ferdinandus King of Hwngarie, inthe time of the Empe- 
rox- Charles the fift.Je,wasin this Country,that Rechard che 
firt King of England, in hisreturne fromthe Holy Land, 
was taken prifoner by the Archduke of 4uffria,andfoput + 
toagrieuousraunfome, 1629) ar 

There were lately diuers Brothers of the Emperour Ro- 
doiphus the fecond,which were all called by thename of — 
Archdukes of Anftria,according to the manner of the Gers 
manes; who giue the Ticles of the Fathers nobility to all 
the Children, The names of them were ALat hias, Arneftass 
and the youngeft A/bertas, who fora good {pace held by 
difpenfation from the-Pope,the Archbifhopricke of To/ede 
in Spaine,although he were noPrieft -; andhad then alio 
the Title of Cardénall of Auftria , and was imployedfor 
Vizeroy of Portugall,by Philip the 2.King of Spaize: but 
after the death ot the Duke of Parma, he was fentas Licu- 
tenant generall, and Gouerrtour of the Low- Coun! ries for 
the King of Spaine : where fince he hath attayned to the 
mariage of thelnfanta I{abella Eugenia Clara,cideft daugh

Adioyning wherunto was Miricum Peloponne(us,which 
is now called AZoreah,in the South part of Gracia, becing 
Penin{ula,or almoft an Iland,for that it is ioyned by a litie 
ftraite called Z/fmos,vnio the reft of Gracia. Herein ftood 
Sparta, andthe ancient ftate of Laceaemon. The lawes 
whereof were made by Licurgus,by the due obferuation of 
which, Tle could fay in his time,that the title of Sparta 
in Lacedemoz,had con:inued in the fame meanes and be- 
hauiour forthe {pace of 7o0.yeares. | 

This Sparta was it which fo often made warre acaintt 
_ the Athenians, and this and Athens were calle d the two

Ene as Syluius in his Cofmographicall Treatife De Ex- 
ropa Cap.22.faith, thatthe Seraighres which divide AZ0- 
veah from the reft of Gracia,are in bredth but fiue myles; 
and that diuers Kings and Princes did goe about to dig a-

From the mos, which isthe end of Peloponne/us, or 
AMoreab,weginneth Acaia, and {preadech it felfe Northe 
wards but alitle way, vntothe hill Othrzs, which isthe 
bounds between Acasa and Macedonia: but Eaft & Welt 
much more largely,as Eaftward, euen vnto the Jland Ex. 
624,with a great promontoria, and \Veft-ward bounding

The inhabitants of this place were they, which properly 
are called efchini; which word is fo oft vfed by Virgel :

The third prouince of Gracia called Epirses,lyeth Welt.

the llands of Coregra and Cephalonia. This was the Coun-

fometimes ynder Epirvs,ftom which itlyeth Northward: 
fometimes ynder A4acedonia,from which it lyeth Welt- 
ward:and fomtimes vnder Zllyris or Dalwsatia,from which

dedon the Eaft fide by the Seacalled Adare e£geum, on 


the Southfide by Achaja,and the hill Ozhris, and part of © 


E pirus:and on the V Vet fide,by cetraine great Mountains . 
but on the North, by the hill Hews, 

This was the Kingdome fo famous in times paft for Phis 
fp,and Alexander his Sonne; who conquered the whole - 
world,and caufed the nameof the third Empireto. be at-- 
tributed vnto this place.Here {tood the hill 4:/0s,where- 
of part was digged downe by the Army: of Yerwes , the 
preat King of Perfia, who warred again{t the Grecrans.: 
Here was the Hill O4mpus: the City of Philippies where. 


the Philippians dwelt,to whom Saine Paul wrote,Here was - 


Ampollonia,Amphpolis, Ede(ja,Pella, ‘seal ate and? 
CXGBS: : 
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Of Gretit:cee, 
Bereasyea aud the whole Country of Theffalia, lay onthe 
South fide of this part of Greece, . 

In this Countty of Grecéa,were in auncient time many 
Kingdomesand States; asat this day there are in /sa/sesas 
the ALacedonians, the Kingdome of Epirus, the State of 
Athens the gouernment of Sparta,the City of Toebes and 
very many other places:infomuch that almoft euery town 
had a peculiar gouernement- But now itis all ynder one 
Monarchy, : 

From Grecza(in old time)did almoft all famousthings 
come. Thefewerethey that madethe warre againfte 
Troie; that refilted Xerxes the mightie King of Perfia; 
that hadthe famous Law-makers : as Solon in Athens, 
and Licwrgusin Lacedemon; That tooke away the Mos 
narchie from the Perfians, that brought forth the famous 
Captaines: as Themuflocles, Miltiades, Alexander, and 
many other that were the authours of ciuilitie vnto the 
Welternenations, and to fomeinthe Eaft : as Afiathe 
lefle,that gaue to Jtalze and tothe Romanes the firlt light 
of Learning; becaufe from them arofe the firft Poets :as 
Homer, Hefiodus,Sophecles, and diuersothers, The great 
Philofophers, Socrates, Plato, Aviftotie, andall the fcftes 
of the Academickes,Steickes, Peripatetickes, Epicureans, 
and almoft all their Scholerss The great Oratours Demes 
Sthenes, and Efchines;and in one word(the Mathematickes 
excepted,which came rather from the Chaldeans, and the 
eLgiptians) the whole flowre of Artes and good Leare 
ning. . | 

| “On the North-eaft part of Grecia, fandeth Thracia, 

which though heretofore it hath been diftinguifhed, yet 
now itisaccomptedas the chiefe part of Greece. Here

to the guiding of his Army) was flaine himéelfe, and many 
thoufands of (he Remsanes:The Parthians.with exprobrati« 
on of his thiift after Money, powred moulten gold into his 
mouth after he was dead. Againft thefe,the great Lucullus. 
fought many Battayles: burthe Romanes were neucrable 
to bring them quite in fubicQion.

which was ParadicesV pon this Riuer {tood the great City 
Nininee,called by prophane writers Nizws ¢ which was 
almoft of incredible bigneffe,and exceeding populous:but 
the neernefle of the Riuer,and maruellous fruitfulneffe of 
thefoyle, which as Heredotws writeth, did returne their 
Corne fometime 200.and fometime 300. fold, anddid 
yeelde fufficiency for to maintaine it, This City for along 
time was the imperiall Seate of the Monarchy : but being 
deftroyed(as God foretold it fhould be by the Chaldeans ) 
the refidence of the King was afterwards remooued ynto 
Babylow,a great City in Chaldaa,firtt built by Sewsirames.

The chiefe City hereof was Babylon , whofe ruines 
doe remaine to thisday, Jtwasa rich and molt pleafane 
City for all kindofdelight : and was in the later time of 
that Monarchie , the imperial Citie of the Affyreans, 

phere Nebuchadnexxar andother their great Kinges did 
lye.

Of Chaldie, 

Je was to this City,thar the Children of //7-ael were car. 
tryed captiues, which thereof was called the Captiuity of 
Babylon. 

The Kings of Perfia,alfo did keep their refidence here 
it was built vpon the Riuer Exphrares,fome part of ic ftan- 
ding on the one fide,andfome parton the other, hauing 
for his foundrefle Sensramsis,cthe wife of Ninus, | 

Ammianus Marcellus reporteteth one thing of chis 
Countrie,wherin,the admirable power of God doth ap- 
peare, forhe writeththat in thefe partes, are a huge 
numberof Lions, whichwere like enough to deuoure 
vp both men and beaftes’ throughout the Country: but 
withall he faith, that byreafon ofthe ftore of water, and 
mudde thereof, there doe breede yearely innumerable 
companie of Gnats, whofe property is to flie ynto the 
eye of the Lion,as being a bright and orient thin 3; where 
biting and ftinging the Lion,he teareth fo tearcely with 
his clawes thathe putteth out his owneeies ,and by that 
means many are drowned inthe Riuers,others ftarued for 
want of pray,and many the more eafily killed by the Jn- 
habitants. | 

Jtisfuppofed by Diuines, thatinthis AZeoporamia; 
between the Riuer Tigris and Euphrates ,Pavadice did 
ftand, This was the countrie wherin Abraham the Patrie 
arch was borne: ynto which the Remans could very hard= 
lie extend their dominion, For they had muchto doe to 
get the gouernment of any thing beyond the Riuer Exphra 
tes,From this people it is thought that the wifemen came, 
which brought prefents to Chrift, by the guiding of the 
Starre, ) 

Foras in Judia,and all the Eafterne partes;fo efpecial- 
lie in this Countrey their Noblemen and Prieftes,and 
very many people, do giue themfelues toall Artes of 
diuination:Heere were the ereat Southfayers, Enchaun- 
ters,and wile.men, as they call them: Heere were the

Emperours,are ordinarilie collected by the name of Chal- 
deans: andin deed from thefe,and from the Egyptsans, is 
fuppoled to haue (prung the firft knowledg of Aftronomy. 
~ eis thought that a great reafon wherfore thefe Chalde- 
ans were expert in the laudable knowledge of Aftronomy 
was partly becaufe the c oftry is foplain,ciat being with- 
out Hils,they might more fully andeafily difcouer the 
whole face of the Heauen, and partly becaufe the olde Fa- 
thers which liuedfolong, efpecially before, but informe 
good part alfo after the Food of Noah, did dwell in or near 
to thefe parts,and they by obferuation of theirowne, did 
finde out,and difcouer many thinges of the heauenly Bo- 
dyes;which they deliueredas from hand tohand in their 
pofteritie: But as corruption doth ftaine the beft things , fo 
in proceffe of time,the true Aftronomy was defyled with 
_ fuperftitious rules of Aftrologie(Which caufed the Pro- 
phets J/aiah and Jeremie,{fo bitterly to inueigh againft thé) 
And then, in their fabulofity they would report that they 
hadin their Recordes, obferuationsfor 25000 yeares; 
which muft needs be a very great yntrueth;vnlefle we will 
qualifie it,as fome haue done,expounding their yeares not 
of the reuolution of the Sunne ,butof the Moone;. whofe:

fmalneffe of 1t there wanted fiue things which were in 
the former asthe Jewes write:Firft the Arke of the Coue- 
nant: Secondly the pott of Manna, Thirdly the Rodde of 
e4 aron:Foutchly,the two Tables of the Law, written by 
the finger ofGod: And fiftlythe Fire ofthe Sacrifice, 
which came downe from heauen . Hered the great,an Edoe 
mite (traunger,hauing gotten the kingdome contrary to 
the law of A4ofes,and knowing the people to be offended 
therwithall ,to procure their fauour,did build a third tem 
ple ee our Sauiour Chiift Jefus and his Apoftles did 
tcach, | 

The Citie of Yerwfalem was twifetaken, and vtterlye 
laid defolate,firft by Nabachadnexzar,at the Captiuity of 
Babylon:and fecondly after the death of Chri/t;by Vefpatia 
an the Romane(who firft began the-wars.)and by his fon 
T#tvs,who was afterward Emperor of Rome: who brought 
fuchhorrible defolation on that Citie, andthe people 
thereof, by fire,fword ,and famine, that the like hachnot 
been read inany Hiflorie, Hee did afterwards put thou- 
fands of them (on fome one day )to be deuoured of the 
Beaftes: which wasacruell cuftome ofthe Romane mac-

freie of Bullen,did aff mble themielues, thinking ita oreat 
fhame, thatthe Hole Land,(asthey called it)the City of 
Terufalcm,and the place of the Sepulchre of Chri, fhould 
be inthe hands of the Infidels. “3 

Thus Godfrey tuled in Jerufalem by che name of a Duke: 
but his fucceffors after him,for the {pace of 87, yeares, cal: 
ledthemfelues Kings of Ierufalem:About which time} Sa- 
ladine,who called himfelfe King of e£gipr, and Afiathe 
lefle )did winne it from the Chriftians, Por the recouerie 
whereof, Richard the firft King of Exg/and, together with 
the Freach King,and the King of Sseslia,did goe in perfon 
with their Armies to /eru/alem: but altiough they wonneé 
many things from the Infidels,yetthe end was,thatthe Sa. 
raxensdidretaine the HolieLand, wih 

Roger Houenden inthe life of Henrie the fecond, King 
of Exgland, doth gine this memorable note, that at that 
time when the City of Hierufalem, and Antioch wereta- 
ken out of the handsof the Pagazs,by the meanesof God- 
frey of Bullen,and other of his companie,the Pope of Rome 
that then was,was called Vrbauus,the Patriarche of leipe 
falem,Heraclius; andthe Romane Emperour,Fredericke; 
and at the fame time when the fayd Hierufalen was reco- 
ueredagaine by Saladine, the Popes name wasVrbaniss, 
the Patriarches of Jerufalem Herachus, andthe Romane 
Emperour Fredericke. 

The whole Countrey and City of Jerafalem, arenow

make. {pare yntill he had conquered the Landwhercin the 
Frankincenfe did grow: But when Alexander afterward 
had taken Arabia, and had pofleffion thereof, he fenra

After Alexanders time,Ptolomeus one of his Captaynes 
had this kingdome,ofwhom all his fucceflors were called 
Ptolcmets, as before time all their kings were called Pha- 
raoh, They continued long friends, and in league with the 
people of Rowme,till the tine of Jasin: Cafar-: but afterward 
they were as {ubiects to the Komares, till the Empire did.

When they had withdrawnethemfelves : fromthe Ro~ 
mane couernement , they.fetvpaPrinceot their owne:

the race of thefe was.out, the AZamalukes (who were the 
guard of the Swlrax,as the Lanifarves be tothe Turke ) ap-

the Hes of Cicilia, Corfca,& Sardinia:when, the victory fel 
to the Romans; athe Carthaginians were olad to redeem 
theire peace with the leauing of thote 7 landss / 
‘The fecond warre was becun by Haxnrbal, who brake 
the league and after he had taken fome part of Spas from 


the Rarulds and facked Saguntam;a citie of their friends, " 


came firft ouer the Pyreny hils to: Frace,thé ouer the Alpes 
to Italie where he ouerthrew the SEL staal in three great 


battails,and much endangered their Rate,he continued in 


Italie, with his Army fixteene yeares, till Scépéo attemp- 
ting on Carthage,forced Hannibal to returne to ref{cue his 
owne couutrie, There was Haxuzibal ouerthrowne, & his 


Citie put to a great penfion by Sopias, who fos his victory 


there, was named e4 fricanus,. 

Inthe third Warre(becaufe the people of Carthage ftill 
brake the league )their City was razed to the very ground

Lime reporteth,that the waie wherby Caro preuayled 
that Carthage fhouldbe raized downe,was this: while the 
queftion was very hot, he bringeth into the Senat houfe 
gteene Figs, && let the Senators ynderftand, that the fame 
day three dayes,thofe Figges were growing in Carthage 
townerwherby he made manifeltynto them, thatit was 
poffible that an Army might be conueyed frd Carthage to 
Rome in fo fhort a time,as that they would not be able (on 
the fodaine)to refilt, & fo Rome might be furprized:wher- 
_ by they all concluded, that it was no fafety for their City, 
to haue a bad neighbour fo neare vnto them.

Here it was that the Emperour Charles the fift,haddiuers 
of his great wars againft the Afeores,as well asin the king-

in Suffex,aca place which he caufed in remembrance thers 
of tobe called Barrell; & built an Abby there, by the name 
of Bartell’ Abby.

~Itis fuppofed, thatthe faith of Chri? was firft broughe 
into this Land in the dayes of the Apoftles: , by Jo/éph of 
Arimahaa,Simon Zelotes, andfome other of that times 
but without dotrbt,not long after,ic veas found here;which 
appereth by the eeltimony of Terslianzss who lined with- 
an leffethen 200. yeares after Chr#?:And there are records 
to fhiew, that in the dayes of Eleurberius,one of the ancient 
Bifhopsof Rome,King Lucizsreceiued here both Baptifm 
and the Golpell : info much: that iris fabulous vanity to 
fay, that 4Aaftin the Monke was the firft that here planted 
the Chriftian faith: For he lived 600.yeares after Chrift,in 
the time of Gregorie the great, Bifhop of Rome : Before 
which time, Gidasis(ypon great reafon)thoughtto haue 
liued here: of whom there is no doubt, but charhe wasa 
Jearned Chriftian:Yea,and that may be perceiued by that, 
which Beda hath in his Ecclefiafticall tory concerning the 
comming in of 4ufiizthe Monke,that the Chriftian reli- 
gion had bin planted here'before, ‘but that the purity of it 
in many places was much decaied and alfothat many peo- 
plein the Hand were yer Infidels: For the conuerfion of 
whom, as alfo for the reforming of the other, Au/tiz was fét 
hither, where he behauedhimfelfe fo proudly that the beft 
of the Chriftians which were here,did miflike him. In him 
was erected the Archbifhopricke of Canterbury, whichas 
moot old writers is {til cermed Dorobernia-The Archbith- 
ops dorecks their fucceffion by number, from this 44 (tin.

{ed himfelf to be fhut vp in a Tower,and his guard to keep 
the doore,that nobody might come athim ¢ he durft not.

This washe, whofe felicity when Dameoclesa flatrerer 
did feem matuailoufly to admire, he caufed him to be fet.

land France,Spaine,ltalie and other places of Europe, into 
much thatthe daies of Adathew Paris, hee reporteth, that 
they had vnder themanany thoufands of Mannours. 
They had alfoin etiery Kingdome( where their Order 
was perinitted)a ereat 8c ample houfe, where fome chiefe 
of their companie: didwte,whoreceiued the rentes within 


that Kingdome,and cauled the moneyto bee tranfported.

the greaceft inducement which they had to periwade 
themfelues thatthere was any more Lad towards the welt, 
then chat which formerly was knowne, was grounded vp= 
onthis,that all 4fia;Europe,'and Africke, concerning the 
longitude of the world,didicontaine inthem;but 180.des_ 
orees:and therfore it was moft probable,that in the other

It may feemeakind of miracle ynto him,who looketh 
no hig her then the ordinary rules of Nature,and doth not:

torrida, inthe felfe fame Climate with e4rhiopia and the 
hotteft partioftheEalt Judies,;where the inhabitants ares 
not onely cawny,as all beeine Ligype,andin Aawritania,  —, 
but alfocole black,and very Negroessheretherefhould be | 
no man whofe colour is black,exceptit be thofe which be ; 
brought out of Africa,but thatthe people fhouldbeofa 
reafonable faire completion: whichis to beafcribedon- 
ly vnto Gods peculiar wil,and not to that which fome foo- 
lifhly haue imagined, that the generatiue feed of thofe peo 
ple fhouldbe white; andthat other of the eLrhiopians, 
blacke:for thatis vntrue, in afmuch as the eEthiopians 
cafe-do not differ from the.quality,ofother men. 

The Spaniards did findethe people to behcere, moft | 
{imple without fraude, giuing themkind entertainment, 
according to their beft mannertexchanging for Kniues &&

‘Jeiscertaine,chat by the very light of Nature, and by 
the.ordinary courfe ofhumane fhape, there were among 
this people very many good thinges, as affabilityintheire 
kind, hofpitalitie towards Strangers,which had notof- 
fended them,according to their Ability, @open & plain a 
-behauiour:yea and infome partes ofthefe VVelt. ie oa 
| | there | 
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there was an opinion in groffe,that the Soule was immor= 
tallsand that there was life after this life : where beyond 
certaine Hilles(they knew not where) thofe which dyed 
in defence oftheir Country, fhould after their departure 
from this life,remaine in much bleflednefle; which opini- 
on caufed them to beare themfelues very valiantly in their 
fichtes-eyther ftriuing to conquor the enemies , or with 
very good contentment enduring death (ifit were their 
happe to be taken, orflaine) in as much as they promifed 
themfelues a better reward elfe where - But withall, as it 
couldnot choofe but be fo,there were many other gree- 
uous finnes amongft them,as adoration of Diuells , Sodoa 
mie, Jnceft, andall kind of Adulterie + Ambition in very 
high meafure,a deadly hatred each to other:which procee= 
dedall from that fountaine ofignorance, wherewith Sa- 
than hath blindedtheyr eyeszyct there were among them 
fome, which by akind ofblinde witchcraft, hadtoeuill 
purpofe,acquaintaunce and entercourfe with foule {pi- 
SiS, | 

The manner of their attire, or beautifying themfelues 

which diuers of thefe people had feuerally in feueral parts 
did feem very ftrange ynto them, who came firft into that 
Cuntry.For dane of them did adornethemfelues with the 
fhel-fifhes , fome did weare Feathers about their heads, 
fome had whole garments made of Feathers, & thofe very 
curioufly wrought,& placed together of diuers colours:to 
which purpofe,they did moft vie the Feathers of Peacocks 
or Parrets,or fuch other Birds : whofe coucring was of di- 
uers colours. Yea,in yery many places they had their lower 
lips boredthrough with agreathole, and fomething put 
into them;as alfo into the vpper parts oftheir cares, being 
pearced in like manner: Which as it feemed to themlelues 
to be a point of beauty, fo it made them to appeare to other 
mento be wonderfull ougly. 


The quantity of Golde and Siluer which was found

iathofe parts was incredible, whichis the true reafon- 
wherfore all things in Chriftendome(as Bodin de rep, obfer- 
uech) do ferue to befoldata mehr rate,then they were in 
the daies of cur forefathers,when indeed they are not fo; 
for as he noteth,it is the plenty of Gold and Siluer, which 
is brought from this America,that maketh M ony to be in 
ereater {tore,& fo may more eafily be giuen ,then it could 
bein the dayes of our predeceffours.. 

But for the thing it felfe it is teftified by all Writers, thae 


there were in thofe parts very great Mines ofthe mofte — 


precious Mettalls,ehatin the baks of Riuers,with the wath. 


ing of he water, there were diuers times freteed out very 
good & big peeces of gold, which withoutmelting,or try= 
ing,was of areafonable perfection: And the like wasto. 


be found in many places of the Land,when the people did 
digge for their hufbandry,or for any other vfe. 

This madethe Jnhabicancs-there( for the commonneffe 
of it to. account Gold and Siluer,but as a vile thing} & yet 
by the reafon of the cullourof it, for varieties fake,to be 
mingled with the Pearle,diuers of them did were it about 


their neckes,and about their armes,And yet wee do finde - 


thatin fome part ofthe welt /zaies, the Kings did make 
fome reckoning of Gold,and by fire did tryit outto the 
beft perfection, as may appeare by Artabalita, who had a 


greathoufe pyledvp on the fides with great wedges of 


Gold ready tryed;which he oaueto the Spaniards, for a. 
sanfome of hislifezand yet they moft perfidioufly didtake 
his life fromhim. Loya). 3 “3 
But the meane account ordinarilywhich the people had 
of Gold, did caufe thé very readily to bring vnto the Spa. 
wiaras at their firft arriuall,oreat {tore of that mettal swhich 
they very readily cxchanoed for the meanctft trifles,& ceu, 
gawes,which the other could bring ,euen fuch things as 
wherwith children do vfe to play, But there was nothin 


more acceptable yntothem: then Axes and Hammers, 
Knives 
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Of the New World, 
Kniues,and all tools of Iron, whereof they rather made ace 


count to cut down their Timber,to frame it,and to doe o- 
ther fuch neceffaries to their conuenient vfe belonging, 


then to fight orto doe hurt eachcothe other, and therein 


may appeare the preat variety of Gods difpofition of his 
creatures here,and there:when in all thar maine continent 
of America,but efpecially in that which liesh betweene, ot 
neare the Tropickes,thereis no Iron or Steele tobe found: 
which without doubt gaue great way tothe conqueft of 
the ftrongeft places there,as of AZexicoby name, whe Ar- 
med men with Gunnes.and other Joftrumentes of Warre, 
were to fioht againft them;which were little better then 
naked,& it was rightly vpbraided by one of his Countri- 
mento Ferdinand us (ortefius ypon one of his returns from 
America,hauing made exceeding boaft of his great victo- 
ries in chofe parts,and comming afterwards in {eruice into 
Africke, where he being hardly laid vnto by the Afoores; 
and fhe wiug no valour at all it was remembredynto him, 
chat it-was an eafie thing for him todoe all thofe exploy's 
which he cracked fo much of,in the VVeft Jnaies, in as 
much as the people there had nothing to refift. : 
‘There wasnoching» more dreadfullto thofe ynarmed 
men,then the fight of Horfes and menryding ypon them: 
whereas a yery few did quickly ouer-beare many thou- 
fands of them,euen almoft inthe beginning of the difco- 
uery of thofe partes. ie crest i 
Ferdinandus and Elixzaberh,thenKing and Queene of 
Caftilesandafterthem Charles the fifth, the Emperour, 
who fucceded in their right,partly to ftitre vp their Sub- 
jects to action jand partlyto’ procure wnto themfclucs 
the more treafure with leffe expence,and trouble of their 
owne,did giue leaue vnto divers of the Subiects, that by 
{peciall commiffion they might pafle into thole partes ,8& 
there haue feuerall Quarters and Countries allotted ynto 
them, where they might dig and try outGold and Silver, 
; R2 "on 
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on condition,that they did allow cleare vntothe King the 
fift part of fuch commodities as did arife vntothem: and 
thereforencare ynto euery Mine and Furnace,the King had 
his {peciall Officers, which did dayly attend andtake yp 
his Tributezand to the endthatall things might the better 
_ be ordered both there,and in Spaine(concernine the affairs 
of chofe Countries ithe King caufed a Counfell,and Coun- 
{ell houfe,to be newly erected at Sinill; where all things 
‘Should be handled that did grow to any controuerfie: and 
where the intelligences and aduertiferments might be layd 
ypasin a place of record,which fhould from time to tyme 
be brought out of America:Qf this Countell, Peter ALar- 
sir (who wrote the Decades) was one,amd continued there 
till he was very oldsand therefore might vpon the fureft in- 
{tructions fet downe thofe things, which he commitedto 
ftory, 
| The defire of gaine caufed the Spanyards to feeke fure 
ther into the Countries:but the tyranny and couetoufnefle 
of the Spaniardswas fuch,in taking from them their goods 
in deflowring their wiuesand daughters : but efpecially, 
inforcing them to labour in their Golde Mines without 
meafure,asifthey hadbeen Beaftes: thatthe people dete. 
fting them,and the nae of Chriftians for their fakes, did 
fome of thein kill themfelues, andthe mothers de Rroyed 
their children in theirbellies,that they might not beborne 
to feruc fo hatefilll a nation: and fome of them did in war 
_ confpire acainft ehem:fo that by flaughter,& otherwife,the 
people of che Country are almoft all wafted now within a 
bundred yeres, being before many Millions:& thofe which 
remaine,sreas Slaues;andthe Spamsards almott only, doe 
inhabice thofe parts. 

Itis not vaknown to all che parts of Exrope,that the infoe 
lency of the Spamardsis yery great,euen ouer Chrsffsas, ty~ 
ranizing and playing all outrages,wherfoeuer they getmen 
in fubiection And chis maketh them fo hate full to the Per=

segalsathome,tothe /raliansin Millaine 8 Naples, but 
{pecially to the Low-conmtr:men,who haue therefore much 
defired to fhake off the yoke of their gouernment.Befides 
that, they aremen immoderately giuen to the lufts of the 
flefh,making no confcience(even at home)euen to get Ba- 
ftards in their young daies , & reputing itno infamy ynto 
them to frequent Harlots,& Brothelhoufes;But when they 
are abroade,efpecially in warlike feruices, they are very 
outragious, in impudently and openly deflowring mens 
Wiues & daughtets. It may eafily then be guefled what dif- 
orders they keep in the Weft /zdies, where the Countries 
arc hot:8&& the women were not able torefift their infolens 
cies, and how they did tyrannize ouer the paore ynarmed 
people,making themto drudge forthem, not onely like 
flaues,bur bruit beafts:which oroffe ouerfight of theirs,was 
arthe firftfo apparant, that all of good mindes did com- 
plain thercof:as appearcth by Peter Martir himfelfe, who 
in his writings to the Pope & other princes, doth much de- 
plore the ill yfage of chem;who in name were Chriffias tos 
wards thofe fimple Infidels, And certainly it caufed many 
of them to blafpheme the.name of God ,and of Chrift,& to 
renounce their baptifm,wherunto they were either forced, 
or intreated, when théy méfured the God of the Chriftians 
by the actions of his feruants,whom they found to be blaf~ 
phemers & fwearets,riotous and great drunkards, rauenous 
tyranous,& oppreflors,ynfatiable, couetous,fornicators be- 
yond incafure,ciuen to incredible wantonnes,& exerci fing 
euen among themfelues all kind of entuy,contention, mur. 
thers,poyfonings,and all forts of ichumane behauiour. 
Not long after the arriuall of the Spanéards there,there 
were certaine Friers and Religions men , who mooued 
with fome zeale to draw the people there, to the Chris 
fian faith, did trauayle intothofe partes , that fothcy

By reafon that the countrieis exceeding rich &fruitfull, 
the Spaniardeswith oreat defire did {pread themfelucsto- 
ward the North where they found fome’ more refiftance: 
although. nothing. in comparifon of Warriours,butthe 
greatelt of their labour was, to conquer the wh of 
om Ch 
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Mexico:which Adexsce,isa Cittie very great & populus,as 
almoft any in the world ;{tanding in the middcft of a creat 
Marsh or Fen, The conquerourof this, was Ferdinandus 
Cortefius,fo much renowned i. Spaiveynto this day. 

Jf there were any thing at all in thefe Weft Zzdtes which 
might fauor of ciuility,or any orderly kind of gouernmét;

Je is ftrange to fee the inhumane & yvnnatural cuf- 
tome which many of the people of thefe Weft Judies haue, 
for there are whole Iands full of fuch Cannibals as do eat 
mens flefh:and among the reft,thefe Tononpinambalty are 
famous that way: who when they are difpofedto haue 
any great mecting,make to haue any folemn fealt,they kill

V Vhereof it can not be denied, 
bur that it is poffible,that by prefcriprof Phificke ,itmay 
be (eraiceable far {ome purpoles. among vs, although thae 
alfo it be very difpurable,in afmuch asthey who fpeake 
moft highly of it,mutt and doe confeffe that the force of it 
is ob{tupefactiue & no other;wherbyit produceth his own 
effe&stand wifemen fhould be wary and {paring in recet- 
uing of fuch things .But when we do confider the vaine & 
‘wanton vfe which many of ourcountry men haue of late 
takenvp inreceiuing of this Foéacco, not onely many 
times ina day, but eucn at mear,& by the way sto the great 
watt both of their purfe,and of their bodiesswe may well 
deplore the vanity of the nation, who thereby propofe thé- 
felues as rediculous to the Freuch,& other our neighbors.

After that the Spaniards had fora time poficfled Hifpa- 
nia Nona,for the defire of Gold and Pearle ,fome of them 
trauailed towards the South: and as by water they found 


the Sea VVelt-ward from Perw, whichis alwaies very 


calme, and isbythem called the South Sea; _as the other 
wherein Cuba ftandeth, is tearmed the North Sea; fo 
by land they found that huge and mighty Countrie, which 
secalled Perv; VVherein the people are ( for the 
moft part very barbarous ,and withoutGOD : men of 
reat (tatute,yea fomeof them farre higher then the or- 
dinary fort of men in Ewrope;vfing to fhoote ftrongly with 
Bowes made of Fifh-bones, moftcruell people to theis 
enemyes. | 
Our Engh people, who haue trauelled,that way, doe 
in their writings confeffe that they faw vpon the South of 
Peruvery huge and tall men, wio attempting ypon them 
when they put toland for frefh water, were much frighted 
with their Gunnes,or elfe doubrleffe had offered violence 
yntothemswhich our men fearing,got them away as{pee- 


‘dily as they could, 


There was one Petrus de Cieca a Spaniara,who when he 
had trauailed two and twenty yeares,returned back again 
into Ewrope,and wrote anexcellent Bookeof the Diico- 
uery of thar whole CountriesAnd he amoneft other things 
doth recorde,that there are found in fome partes of Pers, 
very huge and mighty bories of men,that had been Gyants 
who dwelt and were buried there . 


Amongft thefe ,the Spaniards (partly by force, but efpe- 
eae cially 
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cially by perfidious treafon)did getinfinitefumsof Gold 
and Pearls ,;wherewith being allured,they hoped for more ~% 
by reafon that a great part heereof ,lyeth ynder the Zoxa 
Torvida,and that caufed them to {pread themfeiues heere 
and there,as farre as they durft inthe Country: wherein 
fome places they diggedGold out ofthe earth: and in 
fome other, they found it ready digoed and tried yntotheir 
handes, by the people of the Country, which had vfed that 
trade befor their comming thither. 

Amoneftother creatures which are yery famous inthis 

Peru,there is alittle beaft called Cincia, which is. no big- 
ger then a Foxe,the tayle wherofis long,the feet fhort, & 
the head like a very Foxe, which had a bag hanging ynder 
his belly whereinto fhe doth vfe to put hir young, when 
fhe feeth them in danger of any hunter or paflenger. 
That Petrus de Cieca(of whom mention was made before, 
tellech that himfelfe faw one of them,, which hadno lefle | 
then feauen young ones lying about hersbut asfoon as fhe : 
perceiued that a man was comming near ynto her,fhe pre= 
fencly got them intoherbag,and ran away with fuch ine 
credible {wiftnes,as he could neuer haue imagined. 

The people of Pevware in manie places much wifer then: 
thole of (4ba Hifpantola,& {ome other parts of the Con- 
tinent, where the Spawiards firlt landed,and therefore they. ' 
haue fome orders and folemne cuftomes among them: as 
among the reft,they doe burie their dead'with obferuable 
ceremonies,laying vp their bodies with great folemnitie 
into.alarge Houfe prepared forthat purpofe. ' 

They haue alfo ia one Prouince there a cuftome of care 
rying of Newes,& Meflages very {peedily,tothe end that 
the King and gouernor of the Country may prefently take 
aduertifement of any thing which falleth ours. and this is 
not on Horfeback,or by the Dromedarie,or Elke ,as they 
vfein other places, but only by men,who paffe ouer Rocks 
andthrough buthes the next way-andin certaine fet pla-. 4

Philofophers , thatthere were Acephals, whofe eyes
